To Hun. Justice Graij: 

"AYe, tho Grand Jurors, in making our 
preaentment, wi;ih to express our regret 
tiiat the list of cases sent up for trial is so 
large and of so serious a nature that a re- 
medy should be sought to immediately 
lesson the evil. Wo w^ish to express our 
regret that so many cases are sont to the 
higher courts that could bo settled sum- 
marily." 

"We would also recommend that a sti- 
pendiary nmgistrato be appointed at tho 
earliest possible date," (referring to the 
intlux of the large and varied population 
[louring into the country on account of 
the public works.) 

On our return to the province from the 
east we applied to the learned judge for 
his reply to this portion of the present- 
ment, the receipt of which we now bof; to 
acknowledge. 

His Lordship stated that "lie fully con- 
urred in the regret e.-< pressed by tho 
Grand Jury, that tribunals did not ex- 
ist throughout the provinco for the more 
summary disposition of the lighter crim- 
inal otfonces. That in the provinces of 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia where 
county courts previous to Confederation 
did not exist contemporaneously with go- 
ing into Confodoration in New Bruns- 
wick, and shortly aftor in Nova Scotia 
they were adopted and clothed with crim- 
inal jurisdiction to a limited extent, (cases 
not all'ccting life or tho higher classes of 
felonies) were found to work extremely 
well both in civil and oriiniiial matters, 
and accomplished the end desired by the 
grand jury. That both boforo and after 
confodoration tho province of British Col- 
umbia had County Courts and County 
Court judges. Tho same -systom with tho 
samu result could, therefore, have boon i 
adopted with case in addition to enabling j 
the County Court judges with tho sane- 1 
tion of the Dominion Oovemmont to net \ 
as stipendiary magistrates, thus securing j 
throughout tho province a jirompt and j 
economical administration of justice in '. 
minor matters, both -civil and criminal. 
Tho local legislature, however, had seen 
fit nut to adopt this coursu, but on the 
contrary relinquished tho advantages 
which ns an English-s^enking province 
thoy possessed, and which tho ISnglish- 
speaking provinces of Ontario, Now Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia found to w ork so 
well, besides throwing away five or si.x 
appointments in tho province for rising 
young men who would havo made excel- 
lent County Court judges and stipendiary 
magistrates, ami attained without ox- 
ponse to tho provlnni the very object de- 
sired Viy the grand juiy. In his opinion 
the best thing that could bo done wa.". to 
get back the system of tho County Court 
and stipendiary inagistnites with the am- 
endments suggested." 

To tlieao observations of the grand 
jury and th(> judge we wish to call 
the attonti(iii of the public and tho 
legislature soon |o assemble. 15y reference 
to the Dominion statutes, 1872, chap. 20, 
page o.'!, we find provision made for tho 
payment by the Dominion of the County 
Court judges in British Columbia and tho 
contemplation of their being employed as 
stipendiary magislr.ites, namely ,( WO quote 
from tho statute) :

".'\s long as each of thn present stipen- 
diary magistrates retains the ollice of 

County Court judge." 

As a fact, wo know that Messrs. Pem- 
borton, liuahby. Hall, O'Reilly, Sand- 
dors and Spaulding filled tho offices of 
County Court judge until retired, 
all being still alive and in vi{;or- 
oua health with the oxcepti(Ui of Mr. 
Bushby, the lato County Court judge of 
New Westminster. Witli refoiencc to Mr. 
Bushby's situation we know that 
for several years after his death provision 
was made in tho Dominion estimates 
for payment of the same salary 
to hia successor. In Victoria the .system 
w-as worked well Ijy Mr. Pombcrton 
(without objection from the Dominion 
government) acting as police and stipen- 
diary magistrate on appointniont by tho 
local govornmoiit with the consent of tho 
Corporation and to the satisfaction of the 
Corporation as shown by their continuing 
him in the latter oflioe since his removal 
on being pensioned as a County Court 
judge. No stops were taken to fill Mr. 
Bushby's vacancy, notwithstanding provi- 
sion made by tho Dominion governmont 
for payment of his successor, or to 
make tho other County Court judges sti- 
pendiary magistrates througlumt their re- 
spective districts. The legi.slatnro with 
these facta before them instead of utiliz- 
ing the system they possessed legislated 
it out of existence. What did they ask 
for ? And what did thoy ROt in return f 
Two additional Supreme Court judges at 
S'lOOO each— ?8000, leaving a clear annual 
loss to tho province of S7,725 — bosidea 
doing away with six excoUent Dominion 
offices for tho young men of tho province, 
and destroying tho opportunity of havin'j 
ihraughotd t!ie province paid for hy the Do- 
minion the. very stipendiaty magistr[ites aiJ;- 
ed for h\j llm Grand Jury of New IFcMmin- 
stcr. If such njjicers arc now uppoinii'd 
thai miixt he paid for hy thn province. 
Wo liave now to ask Iilr. lirown, the 
late member of the local legislature and a 
mail with an itch for being one of tho 
reprcsontativoB in tho House of Commons, 
what he has to say tu the grand jury and 
voters of Now AVestminstor for annually 
depriving tho province of this 87,725 ! 
We have to ask Messrs. Drummond, Wil- 
liams and Wilson, the intelligent repre- 
sentatives of Victoria, what they have to 
say for this oxcoUont finaucial aiTange- 
ment? We have to ask Mr. Abrams, from 
NanaiinoTHiJiV'inuch' his district has bene- 
fitted by this loss to the province ? And 
Tlessrs. Brown and Saul, tho representa- 
tives from Lillooet, whether they do not 
think poaco and good order would have 
been hotter preserved by two or three 
good stipendiary magistrates along tho 
Mi_ne of railway works— .say one at 
^cw ^WtSsliilrnsvci^^oTio-' at Yale, one 
at Clinton, and one at Lylton — than 
havinga judge of the Supreme Court to 
reside at Cariboo w itli a year's work tho 
disposal of two Chinese cases ? For that 
is what rumor gives as the oxtunt of the 
services required of Mr. McOrcight. As 
the coining session of tho legislature will 
bo its last, wo propose to place before the 
public a roviov/ of its legislation during 
the last four ycara in ordor that in the 
choice of their next represcsitatives the 
people may know tho extent of the ad- 
vantage.'! they have d^sri^'ed from the pre- 
sent.

Nathan Pointer was charged by A. A. 
Aaronaoii -rdth carrying on the business of 
a pawnbroker on, Johnson sti'cet without 
a license. 

Mr. T. Davie appeared for the prose- 
cution. 

Antoinu Eodoriguez, sworn— Pawned a 
coat and vest with defendant on the 26tli 
or 27th'Doconiber;'' got'"$2'6u them; ho 
ohargedjl^fjfty co'rils' for the -use of tho 
money. 

Tho defendant hero wished to make a 
statement but was checked by tho ma^;ia- 
trato who told him that ho would hear 
what ho had to say further on. 

To the Magistrate — Pointer did net tell 
witncss/that ho was not a pawnbroker; 
went back for tho 'coat about three days 
afterwards in company with tho plain- 
tiff. 

Defendant said ho could prove by 20 
witnesses that ho told people . he.did not 
take anything in pawn. He 'only bought 
articles out and out. - - ' " .'' 

A. A. AaronBon,8wdril-^!Ani 'a licensed 
p;iwnbrokorj went to Pointor's store with 
last witness on tho 28th to redeem a coat 
and vest and paid defendant $2.B0; re- 
ceived tho coat and vest. 

To defendant— Had no licenso for any- 
thing else but pawnbroking; thafincludcs 
all sorts of buying and selUng. 

To the Oourl; — Antoino was at witness' 
place to pawn tho articles, but witness 
was out at Metchosin at tho time; ho waa 
in tho habit of pawning articles at wit- 
ness' shop; thorn was no understanding 
between witness and Antoine* 

T. J. Russell deposed'tKat tho defend- 
ant had had no llcons^ ns a pawnbroker 
during the past throe months i ho novor 
had n license for that business. 

Sabastian Sapulvoda deposed that ho 
tried to pawn a pair of shoos at Pointer's, 
but did not do so because Pointer chnrgod 
too much; ho wanted to charge 81.50 for 
the use of 75 cents about two or tlirao 
w eoks ago ; could not pawn them with 
Aaronson because liia shop was closed up. 

Defendant hero niado another state- 
ment to the effect that the case wa<i a put 
up job. 

In reply to the Court witnosa stated 
that he did hot Want to sell the shoes,but 
to pawn thoin. Defendant wanted to 
charge 00 cents for tho uso of tho 75 to 
tho following Saturday and if not re- 
deoraodf!_Jthen .^the .shop-s wore tn b^ 
sold. 

Daniel Kyria, sworn— Knew a mun 
named Bon Jfaguiro; he is now sick in tho 
hospital; went to Pointer's on Thursday 
morning of last' week in consequencB of a 

convoraation with Maguiro; asked Pointer 
for Maguiro 'r coat which hadbaen pawned 
Boino days before; defendant said thoro 
was S3 to pay on tho coat; Maguiro had 
got 82 on tho coat; tho other dollar waa 
interest; tho §3 was paid and tho coat 
taken away; woscommissionedbyMnguiro 
to redeem the coat. ' 

This was the case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Defendant had no witnosaes to call, but 
said that some of tho witnesses had sworn 
vorv hard. Tho last witness, however, had 

spoken tho truth. 

His Worship remarked that ho did not 
think it -was nocessrry to prove two of- 
fe ices as one offence was enoiijh to con- 
vict. 

Mr. T. Davie explained the nature of 
th6 defence sot up and characterized it as 
an atlemp'. to evade the law whilo tho 
defendant was actually cariying on the 
business of a pawnbroker. 

Defendant was obliged to the learned 
counsel for his explanation, but he had 
no intei^tion whatever to evade the Jaw. 
Ho always told peoplo that he was not a 
pawnbroker and only advanced money to 
accommodate them temporarily. 

Pis Ho lor would bo obliged to inflict 
a penalty as well as a fine to cover tho 
licence. A clear caao of pawnbroking had 
been proved. Tho licenso was 875 and 
an additional fine of 810 would bo imposed 
for the otle.-co together with tho costs of 
prosecution (813) to bo levied by distress, 
or in default _two months' imprison- 
ment. 

Supt. t)'Connor stated that the license 
must bo for .the six months which had ex- 
pired and no't.ffor the first half year of 
1882/ ':- " ''H ■ 

Hia Honor thought this was a harsh 
rendering of the law and was of opinion 
that tho license should be issued for the 
six months ensuing. 

Mr. T. Davio replied that such was tho 
law and it could not bocontraveiied as the 
licenses wore issued half yearly and the 
half year expired oa the 3Ist alt. The 
lioonso would therefor© cover tho trans- 
actions complained of .vyhioh had taken 
place during 1881. 

Tho fine, lic^nao and costs, ?98 in all, 
werci immediately paid.

On the 2od inst. the finance ministei- 
iaauod a circular to the bankers of Toron- 
to and Montreal • requesting that thv-_ fol- 
lowing confidential i-effurns be furnished 
immediately to tho department: '. 

1. Returns of notes and bills discount- 
ed overdue and not specially secured, with 
names of endoraers, logethcr with the de- 
tails thereof. 

2. Returns of notes and other debts se- 
cnrod by real estate, or by deposit of or 
lion on bank stock or other securities and 
all details thereof. 

3. Other assets not included under tli.0 
foregoing heads. 

4. Advances for which stocks, bonds 
or debentures of corporation, or Donnn- 
ion, provincial, British or foreign public 
securities other than Canadian arc held 
as collatenl securities. 

5. Tho name of every head clork,tran3- 
for clerk, and clerks generelly employed 
in the bank at Toronto and ISIontreal and 
the branches thereof, and his duties, 

G. Tho name of every omploytJ of tho 
bank in Montreal and 'Toronto who hold 
pcisonally or in trust bank stocks whioli 
are hdd as collateral or iotherwise by the 
the bank in which advances liavo been 
made. 

It appears that a number of tho banks 
havo been lending on bank stocks directly 
and indirectly, and tho order of the gov- 
crniiient to general managors to make de- 
tailed returns of their business caused 
much constorutttion. This act on the part 
of tho finance minister is probably direct- 
ed against somo banks that wore known 
tn be evading tho banking act rather 
openly and with the intention of checking 
tho excessive speculation in bank sharca. 
A deputation from Montreal failed to 
shako the determination of tho govern- 
ment and bank shares have had a tumble.

Not a single hand was raised 
in response, and, waiting a moniont bo 
again addressed them, briefly telling 
them to go Jiomc and study their les- 
sons thoroughly and well, as that was 
the last time he would teach Ihem. He 
then went to his desk and calmly pro- 
ccdnd to write on jmpcr, which lie 
placed in his desk, niid having locked 
it, put the key in lii.s pocket. Draw- 
ing forth a small vial filled with some 
poiso^JlHe' t|[ra|ik |t^3 'Contents,, turned 
ana-'wailiM 'tdwivrds tli'e door, stagger- 
ing like a drunken man, while the 
affrighted children looked on with 
wondering eyes. At last somo of them 
ran to a neighbour's house. The ])coplo 
cnmc to the aid of the sufferer without 
delay, but reached the spot only to see 
him in the last fearful ngony. Deceased, 
who was an Englishman, was highly 
educated - and of pleasing address, He 
receivud uii interim certificate from the 
Board of Education, having shown 
credentials to satisfy the superinten- 
dent that he was an ellicient teacher in 
England. He studied for tho medical 
))rofosHioni and had passed a prelimin- 
ary examination of the Pioyal College 
of .Surgeons. The cause of his deed is 
attributed to domestic troubles, ho 
living very unhappily with his family, 
which eoiisists of tlio widow and two 
young children. It is stated that the 
paper referred to above was not' found 
in the de.sk, it having been abstracted.

HOPEEXPRESRED THAT COMWON SENSE

Lo.NDo.v, Jan. G.— Tho AVuw, dtsctis- 
sing the Blaine circular to the Repub- 
lics of Central and South America, pro- 
posing a conference nt Washington, 
says tho meaning of tho project is the 
establishment of an American protec- 
toriite. over both Central and- South 
America. Blaine's pretensions are 
novel and extravagant. They were 
never contemplated by the originator 
of tho jMoiiroe doctrine, Under which 
the attempt will probably be niado to 
shelter them. Now that Frelinghuy- 
sen has succeeded Blaino thero is at 
least hope that some basis for negotia- 
tions can be arrived at. That Ameri- 
can interests 011 the Pacific seaboaixl 
havo greatly inci-ensed. since the Clayton- 
Bulwcr treaty was signed, there is no 
doubt, but it is ([uite open to question 
whether England is not interested in 
the Canal yet moro. Tbe roply thai 
England with her vast American jios- 
sessions and carrying trade should not 
become a party to any agreement by 
which the canal is passed into Ameri 
can hands, and acknow ledge the sov- 
ereignity of tho United States over the 
entire western hemisphere, is n difnm 
beyond the domain of politifs. 

New Yoi'.ic, Jan, 5. — A J'o.^l'n cor 
respondent has interviewed several of 
the diplomatic corps nt Washingtoji 
with regard to thi^ careei- of tho late 
Secretary Blaine about his foreign 
policy, to the following effect,- His at- 
titudo toward Greats Britain ..e.vcitctl 
special wonder. Speaking b£ this mat- 
ter and the correspo'ndonce ' of tho 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, a foreign min- 
ister said that it would have le<l the 
country into serious trouble had it not 
been for tho fact that it was evident 
from tho tone of newspapers that the 
secretary did not roproscnt the be«t 
sentiment of tho country. As It Ls 
tlicre will be moro or less correspond 
cnce, but tho equilibrium will not be. 
disturbed. This gentleman added thai 
niembcr.s of tho dillcrcnt legations read 
tho American newspapers carefully and 
kept themgelvos and their governments 
infoi'med as to the state of pnblic opin- 
ion in this country on all subjects of 
great political iniiiortance. We have 
our estimate of your public moasureR, 
and thereby so make our knowledge 
both ns thorough and accurate as w« 
can. The mcraberB of another rlegi^tion 
speaking more particularly of the 
South American einbroglio, .said that 
Blnine could much more safely bully 
Chili than Great Britain. To be sure, 
Chili has at present grcntrr naval 
strength than tne United States, but 
the superiority of the inherent powers 
of the latter nation was so palpable 
that Chili would not venture on open 
.strife, even if immediate success wera 
■well nigh certain, for she would be ob- 
liged subsequently to pay for thoni 
with usury also. Chili would probably 
yield to any reasonable moral pressure 
from this country. To exercise such 
influence would,- however, rbOj-nono the 
less hazardous an expieriment, as it 
would lead to no one knows whither. 
Upon the whole, the aggressive policy 
marked out by the lato secretary, im- 
pressed many of tho diplomatists as un- 
called for, ill-advised, dangerous and 
even ridiculou.i. Some of them com- 
paro it to tho impolitic policy of Bea- 
consGeld, which if persisted in would, 
they say, have involved Great Britain 
in serious continental complications 
for wliicli she had no desire and was 
not prepared. Thoy are inclined 
give n sigh of relief therefore, to 6nd 
the state department again in charge 
of a man who will be disposed to carry 
on our diplomatic business consistent- 
ly witli-the traditions loft by^. Sewanl, 
Fish and ►■EyartB. ' . ' j *1

A BY-LAW7 

A By-Lair to rearulato tlio Kalnto- 
nanco and Repairs of Sidewalk, 
Footpatlis ,an4 Vemdkhs' 'witWa' 
tao City Limits, 

WHEHEAS'it'is e.\pcdicnt to coilsoI- 
idate and amend tliu Hy-Law.s for 
tho regulation, construction, maintoiianco 
and repairs of .sidewalks, footpaths and 
vorandalia •witliin the City limits. 

Bo it therefore enacted by iho Corpor- 
ation of tho City of Victoriti, aa follows: 
1, That tho ^'^ictoria Footpath and Awn- 
ing By-Law, 1877; the Sidewalk By-Law, 
1875); the A''ictori:a Footpath and Awning 
Amendniont By-T^iw, 1880; the Foot- 
]iatli, Awning Amendment By-Law, 1881, 
be and tho siiine i.ro horoby repealed, but 
such ropo.al i hall not prejudice ov allcct 
any prooeeding.s poiuliiig under the .said 
By-Laws, or any of tlioni, or any rights 
or liabiiities accrued in respect of tliom. 

■2. FciotpittliB or sidewtilks of a uniform 
grade and With a fidl towards the street 
of not Ic.sa than ono-fonrth of an inch to 
tho ffiot, shall whenever and whtirevor by 
tho Mayor and Council of tho said City 
be dcenied neceaaary or desirable, bo con- 
atructcd on each side of each street within 
tiio OityltmitA llitd ovury footpath or side- 
walk shall not bo mbro in width than one- 
.sixth of tho street on wliiel; it abuts. 

;!. All footpaths or sidewalks shall bu 
graded by the Mayor and Council at tho 
expense of the City whenever such grad- 
ing is noces.sary. 

4. Each footpath or sidewalk within 
the said City limits shall bo made of 
wood, stone flagging, tiles or bricks, or 
such other m.ateriid us tho Street Commit- 
tee may apjjrovo of; but each footpatli 
or sidewalk shall bo made of uniform 
width, material and-gradicnt throughout 
the entire loiigtli (if ihd'bVcok abutting on 
any street. 

5. Footpaths or sidewalks already con- 
structed shall, whenever by tho iMayor 
and Council deemed noces.sary, bo altorcd 
so its to conform to this By-Law. 

0. Every sidewalk or footpath in the 
City of Victoria shall bo cpnstruoted,' al- 
tered and maintained at the expohse of 
the Corporation. 

V. Every wooden sidewalk shall bo coii- 
stnictod of lA incli planks, 10 inches wide 
and uniformly sawn, with bearings of 4x4 
inches, cross bearings where required, 
and cedar iwsts placed on sills 12xl2.x;t 
iijcha^. If tho sidewi]|lk does hot exceed 
six feet in width, it shall have three hear- 
ers; if it exceoda six i'eet and does not 
exceed eight feet, it shall have fotir bear- 
era; if it exceeds eight feet and does not 
exceed ton feet, it shall have five bearers; 
all sucli bearers to bo properly braced with 
4xlJ-inch scantling. AH planking sliall 
bo nailed with 4^ inch nails, two nails to 
each blearing; and all posts, sills, and 
braces shall bo properly nailed. Tho heads 
of nil nails sliall be driven in one-fourth 
of an inch below tlie surface of the plank. 
Subject, however, to such alterations as 
tho Mayor and Council shall direct. 

8. That all posts or pillars erected on 
any street shall stand precisely at the 
outer edge of tho sidowalk, and shall have 
a ring and staple fixed therein for the 
piirposo of securing horses. 

9. Where any portion of any footpath 
or sidewalk in tho' said City may bo re- 
quired to be used by any wagon, cart, or 
other vehicle for gaining access to any 
promiaca tho sidewalk, if conatructeil of 
wood, shall belaid longitudinally of plank 
not less than three inches - thick upon l)iu 
samo level along the length of sucli foot- 
path or sidewalk. 

10. A good and Bii.<Gcient fence or rail- 
ing of a character, niatcrial and in man- 
ner to he approved of by the said Mayor 
and Council or the Street Committee on 
their behalf shall bo set up, erected, con- 
structed 'and maintained at the side or 
sides of any footpatli when and whore by 
tho said Mayor and Council or the Street 
Cpminiti^o to afort»'aid' shall from time 
to tliife'bq doomed ncc&sary for tlic safe- 
ty pi tho public. ' 

iL No person shall ride or shall drive, 
wheel or draw any wagon, cart, barrow or 
any other vehicle tipbn ,or along or across 
any puliUc tootpath or sidewalk •within 
the City limits (except hand carriages for 
childroA), and no person havingtho charge 
or control of any bcaat of burden shall 
inlorikionaUy cause or permit tho samo to 
stand or go upon any public footpath or 
sidowalk as aforesaid,' or to slantl upon 
any street crossing bo oS to . obstruct the 
Bamo. ... 

12. ITo person shall back any wa,c;on, 
cart, dray, or other vehicle againstany foot- 
path or sidewalk within tho cit^ limitif. 

13. All persons riding or 'driving along 
tho streets Of Victoria, shall keep on the 
left side of ..th(3 street. 

14. That' 1x6 building materials shall bo 
kid down on any street or sidowalk with- 
out tho conaont of the Council, and all 
such building raatoriala, as well as collars 
apd sewers in course of construction on 
OTr n^ar ai);:pi:(bHa, street or thqiough(aro 
Qhail^bo'so guaridoix iii the nighttime with 
a fence or beacon light, as to prevent ac- 
cidents to persons or animals. 

15. No person shall place on the strcota 
or sidewalks any barrel, bale, crato or 
anything whataoover, which in any way 
obstructs the footpaths or sidewalks, or 
wbicli may bo considered anuisiuice by 
tho said Mayor and Council or Stroot 
Committee, on their behalf, unless in tho 
case where packiigcs aro being opened for 
taking tho contents into warehouses dur- 
ing roaaonablo hours and all convenient 
speed alidll bo used in removing the 
samo and no article shall bo allowed to 
remain on tho footpaths or sidewalks after 
dark. 

10. No person or persons shall inter- 
rupt the travel of any highway by opon- 
iug or excavating any portion of tho foot- 
paths on the samo without first obtaining 
consent of thO 'Municipal Council or tho 
Street Conimittco on their behalf. 

17. No person shall in tho front of any 
I)uilding erect finy bay window which 
shall project on tho line of a street. 

IS. Verandahs or awnings must oxtond 
from tho front lino of any buildings to 
tho outside edge of tho footpaths and 
shall project Buffiqioritly to tlirow tho rain 
beyond the sidewalk into the gutter and 
bo kept free from leakage, and if con- 
structed of wood must bo planed lumber 
of tho following dinionsions: Tlio posts 
shall not bo l(i)ss than four inches by four 
inche'siind lot into the curb of tho foot- 
path.' ;\TK6'fifohfc plaffo''^j:^irt shiiU notbe 
less tlian'^ two' ihcKcs by teii inches 
planks. Tho rafters or joists shall 
not be less lhan two inches by six inches 
and shall not be placed moro than six feet 
from centres. The purloins shall notbe 
less than two inches by four inches scant- 
ling. The. llooriiig ; or. roof t shall b6 of 
tong^ed and'^ooved.boibnls nobless tlian 
one inch in thickness. 

19. The covering or floor of any awn- 
ing or vei'andah shall not bo less than 
fourtoen feot above tho level of the foot- 
path.'' Thocoirhico of the same shall not 
orojecfc rabro thanoight inches beyond the 
liiie of the footpath except by resolution 
of tho Mayor and Council. 

20. Iron balconies supported by iron 
brackets shall not project nioro than three

feet from tho front lino of any building to 

which they aro attached. 

21. Areas projecting from the front of 
buildings must be covered oyer Tvitl^ iron 
or. ptrongjWQqden gratings; .lilie 9pft<)P,be- 
tweon t|iQ.bars of tbq same shall i not .ex- 
ceed one inch. 

22. No steps or boot scrapei-s shall bo 
allowed on tho footijaths. 

23. All gates put close to any atrebt or 
sidowalk shall optiii .inwardly, instead '.:£ 
outwardly over such Tstrect or sidewalk, 
provided that oiio month's notice shojl 
be given by tho Council to parties who, at 
the time of tho passing of this By-Law 
hiivo gates opening outwardly over any 
street or sidewalk or who have verandah 
posts erected on any sidowalk, to remove, 
alter cr make tho same in acconolanoe with 
this By-Law. 

24. No jjcrs"u shall throw or pile cord- 
wood, firowopd, or coal upon miy paved 
or planked sidewalk, or upon any of tho 
streets of tho City, or saw or split cord-
